in Buſineſs, Hurry, and Confuſion, - 

As ſoon as I had refreſhed and dreſſed myſelf properly, 
I enquired of my Landlord for the Store-houſe of Meſſts. 
Salter and Grimes; to whom IT had Letters from Mr. 
Bowman, and who acted as Agents between him and 
Captain Ranlen, the Manager of his Plantation. By theſe 
Gentlemen I was treated with great Civility; but I did 
not much approve the Character they gave me of Ranken, 
whom they deſcribed as a Man of very bad Principles, 
little or no Education, of a moroſe and tyrannical Diſpo- 4 
ſition; and who, from Intrigue and Subtility, had gain- 
ed ſuch an Aſcendancy over the humane and credulous 

Temper of Mr. Bowman,, that he had been inveſted by 
chat — with ſuch Power, as they were aſraid 
would be found a very difficult Matter either to make 
him decline, or give proper Account to what End he 
had employed it. I was furniſhed by them with ſuch In- 
ſtructions for my Deportment towards Ranken, and the 
Management of Mr. Boxwman's Affairs at the Plantation, 
as they thought neceſſary; the Progreſs of which I] pro- 
miſed to tranſmit to them as often as Opportunity offered, 
and then took my Leave. 
Tut next Day I ſpent in viſiting my School-fellow; - 
ow n who introduced me to his Brother, Forteſcue 
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Rogers, Eſd; That Gentleman received me very eourte- 
oully, and promiſed to render me any Service that laꝝ in 
his Power, whenever I ſhould apply for it. The Re- 
mainder of my Stay in Charles-Town was made uſe of in 
viſiting the reſt of my Fellow-Pafſengers, and walking 
abroad with them; where the vaſt Numbers of Negroes, 
with- their groteſque Geſtures and Manners, the Build- 
ings, the Woods, the Dreſs of the Inhabitants, the Birds;

IT SHALL only ke Notice, that the chiefeſt Method of 
Travelling being by Water, there are particular Houſes 
on the Borders of all their Rivers, where, after the Man- 
ner of Engliſb Inns, Liquors and Neceſſaries of all Sorts 
are provided, for the Benefit of Paſſengers; but 1 cannot 
ſay a great deal in Favour of their Accommodations, 
their Food conſiſting, for the Generality; of barrelled 
Pork, or Beef, or perhaps Bears Fleſh ; but which ever it 
be, equally ſalt with that you meet on Ship-board. For 
Bread-Kind (as themſelves call it] either Journey-Cakes, 
which are a Compoſition of boiled Potatoes maſhed and 
kneaded with the Flour of Maize, or » Wheat, 
coarſly ground i in a Hand-Mill ; and-which,. for want of 
winnowing, is generally left full of Huſks. This Mix- 


ture, being properly formed into long Cakes, is then
